remain. 
These '»cities** were tho civic 
wonders of the world, 
and a story 
of 
the rise and fall of many of the towns 
along tho '*creek'* would read like aro- 
mance of Jules Verne or a tale of the 
Arabian Nights. 


Titusville was the fountain head of 
operation in the early oil excitement. 
At 
the time of drilling the Colonel 
Drake 
well, the first artesian oil well ever bored 
into the ground, Titusville was a strag- 
gling village of fifty to seventy 
build- 
ings with a population of less than three 
hundred people. 
Previous to 1849 or 
1850 all the oil which had been gathered 
from tho oil 
springs 
found 
along Oil 
Creek was offered to the people as pos- 
sessing medicinal qualities, 
and a drug- 
gist by the name of Biers, 
residing in 
Pittsburg, prepared this oil 
in 
bottles 
ornamented with lithographed wrappers 
representing the good Samaritan turning 
out the oil to tho invalids of humanity. 
The first oil gathered 
on the 
^'Creek" 
sold as high as $1 to $ 1 . 5 0 
per 
gallon. 
Titusville subsequently began to increase 
in importance. 
In 1S70 its population 
was 10,000, and by 
187-1 
it 
probably 
contained a population of over 
13,000. 
The 
decline 
of the 
o.l 
field 
on Oil 
Creek did not materially affect 
Titus- 
ville, though it now contains 
but about 
8000. 


Sunday, August 25th, 1859, 
oil was 
discovered 
in the Drake well. 
From 
that time commenced the development 
of the oil territory along Oil Creek, 
the 
richest 
oil 
producing section that the 
world 
has 
ever known. 
The news of 
''striking oil" at the Drake well 
spread 
with great speed through all sections of 
the 
country. 
Companies were organ- 
ized, and people from far and near be- 
p;an gathering aboit the section, leasing 
land or buying it, whichever they could 
do, 
until 
between 
Titusville 
and Oil 
City the valley was dotted with thou- 
sands of derricks. 


In 
the 
early development of the oil 
industry the fluid was found within 145 
to 
175 
feet of 
the surface, but it was 
not until 1863 or thereabouts that the 
'•third 
sand'* 
developments 
had been 
discovered. On the Stackpole farm,next 
below the Drake well, Orange Noble be- 
gan drilling a well early in 1800.

to drive the drill, and this process was 
usually termed ''kicking down" a well.

ployed day and night constructing seven 
and eight hundred 
barrel tanks.

filled.

twenty-four hours nearly three thousand 
barrels of oil were taken from the well 
and the average was over two thousand 
barrels daily for over ten months!

more than CO, 000, 000 
barrels must have been taken from the 
valley. 
Thousands upon thousands of 
barrels 
were wasted in 
one way 
and 
another. 
If iu ten years the amount of 
oil produced, on an avera2:e, $ 1 per bar- 
rel—and the average of 1SG2 to 1870 
was was $1.30—we should have a grand 
total of over $200,000,000 as the value 
of tho entire production for a field which 
produces very little oil, and which has 
been so recently devastated, causing so 
great a loss to life and property.—Boston 
Transcript.

EFFECT OF nAnilO\yiNG GUA.IN. 


Passing over a field of spring oats 
which showed leaves three to four inches 
bif^h, we were reminded of many points 
that would be of importance to the own- 
er if he were aware of them. 
In the 
liist place, there was a plentiful supply 
of annual weeds from small seeds that, 
thoup:h 
much smaller 
and less firmly 
rooted than the grain, would soon be- 
come firmly rooted and a serious injury 
to it. 
Harrowing with even the lightest 
drag would 
uproot 
most of these and 
destroy them. 
Jt would also break the 
crust that had formed over tho surface 
from rains that fell before the grain was 
up. 
The grain was sown by the drill, 
and the harrowing, while not disturbing 
its strongly rooted growth, would break 
down 
the ridges 
anti spread a mulch 
around 
its 
roots. 
If 
it also covered 
some of the leaves, no injury would be 
done. 
The root, invigorated by cultiva- 
tion, would send up two leaves in place 
of every one that was 
injured. 
The 
stirring of the soil, as is well understood, 
would increase its available fertility, be- 
sides destroying weeds that preyed upoo 
it.—Boston Cultivator. 


FIELD EXPERIMENTS WITO CORN. 


The agricultural station of the Uni- 
versity of llhnois baa been conducting 
experiments in the 
culture of corn for 
four years, of which results have been 
published in its bulletins. 
The soil of 
tho 
station 
grounds 
has great natural 
fertility, hence many of the results there 
found would 
doubtless be dillerent in 
other situations less favorable to a large 
yield of corn. 
Only such will be men- 
tioned 
here 
as it is thought will be of 
general interest. 


In 1891,for thefirst time in fouryears, 
there was a larger yield from a j)lat deep 
cultivated than from one shallow culti- 
vated. 
For four years the average yields 
have 
been 
at the rate of 
seventy-one 
bushels 
from 
deep, seventy-six 
from 
shallow /cultivated 
plats 
and 
seventy- 
three 
from 
plats not cultivated except 
to remove weeds by scraping the surface 
with a hoe. 


No appreciable eiiect on yield of field 
corn resulted from cutting the tops when 
in good condition for fodder or from re- 
moving the tassels from alternate rows 
OS they appeared. 


Experiment made for three years illus- 
trate the fact that there is relatively little 
dry matter in corn during the early stages 
of its growth. 


The averai^e yields for the four years 
are in favor of planting from the 11th to 
the 10th of May, any time in May being 
safe for a medium-maturing variety. 


May l(3th, Ibiil, three equal and ad- 
jacent plats were ploughed us nearly as 
possible at depths of two, live and ten 
inches and planted to corn. 
The differ- 
ence in yield was so slight that it can- 
not 
be 
said 
with confidence that the 
difference in 
the depth of ploughing 
caused it. 


Alternate rows were root-pruned three 
times from June 19 to July 10 to a depth 
of four inches, each hill standing within 
an arta twelve 
inches square, around 
which the knife was run. The operation 
caused a decrease at the rate of twenty- 
four bushels per acre. 


For three years plats of corn have been 
cut for fodder at three different periods 
—as nearly as might 
be when the ears 
were in the milk stage, when they were 
nearly mature, and when tlie plant was 
fullly ripened. .In each year there was 
a noticeably less yield, both of the whole 
crop and of the grain, from 
the early 
harvested plats than from either oi the 
others. 
The 
yield 
of corn has been 
largest from the fully ripened plats. Ex- 
cept when the soil is very dry, covering 
the seed well, one to two inches is bet- 
ter than deeper covering. 


In such soil as that at the station the 
chief good from cultivation seems to be 
in killing the weeds rather than in loos- 
ening the soil. 
Cultivating four inches 
deep, within six to leu inches 
of 
tho 
stalks after 
they 
have 
made 
a 
fair 
growth, will dctitroy many of the roots, 
—New York World. 


HEMEDIES FOR AILMENTS. 


Striughalt is a nervous disease and is 
considered jnçurablc. 


X^^or worms in the intestines give pow- 
dered 
nux 
vomica one 
uud 
one-half 
ounces, santonin one ounce, ground flax 
seed live ounces. 


The best treatment for spavin is actual 
cautery, blistering and firing. 


Steeped inullen 
leaves is one of tho 
very best remedies for scours in sheep. 


One of the best remedies for warts is 
to rub with acetic acid twice every day. 


Equal parts of turpentine, linseed oil 
and oil of tar is a good remedy for con- 
tracted hoof. 


Fomenting with hot wat^r twice a day 
and rubbing dry, then applying a lini- 
ment of olive oil and extract of lead, is a 
good remedy for a sprained joint. 


For eczema take carbolic acid, one- 
half 
ounce ; 
glycerine, 
four 
ounces ; 
water, twelve ounces; mix well together, 
clip oti the hair closely and apply twice 
each day. 


i^'or sore mouth in lambs t ak.e olive 


oil, 
four ounces; carbolic acid, three 
drams; 
calamus, half 
an ounce; 
mix 
well together aud apply with a small 
brush or sponge. 


Another good liniment for sprains is 
turpentine and spirits of camphor, each 
half a pint, and laudanum, one gill; 
shake well together before using. 


For worms iu growing colts give a 
dram of santonin iu tho feed once a day 
for a week, aud then give a cathartic of 
four drams of aloes and one dram of 
ground ginger mixed well together. 


Half a dram of aloes and one dratn of 
pulverized ginger made into a ball and 
given at one dose is a good remedy for 
constipation in young colts. 


A powder made of powdered belle- 
donna, one ounce; squills, one scruple; 
bismuth, 
two drams; mixed in warm 
bran mash aud given twice a day, is a 
good remedy for chronic cough in a 
horse. 


From one to two grains of ph^isostig- 
mine or escrine given as a hypodermio 
injection is good to use in case of colic 
in horses where quick treatment is neces- 
sary. 


A liniment composed of equal parts ol 
olive oil and spirits of camphor is one ot 
the best to use with iheuniatism ia horses, 
keeping the animal dry and warm during 
treatment. 


lod ine of lead, four drams, and vase- 
line, four ounces, made into an ointment 
and applied daily for two weeks, is one 
of the best remedies lor itch in cows. 


Two ounces each of tincture of arnica, 
glycerine and Goulard's extract applied 
with 
a brush is a good 
remedy for 
scratches. 
In order to secure the best 
results the animal should be 
kept in a 
dry pasture. 


For chronic 
sore 
mouth in horses a 
good 
remedy is 
to 
take of tiacure of 
aloes half a pint, tincture of myrrh half 
a pint, water one pint; mix well together 
and use a wash. 


For founder iu a steer, give one pound 
of Epsom salts with two drams of Jamai- 
ca ginger in a quart of water, foUow this 
up with half an ounce of saltpeter, twice 
a day until the animal is relieved. 


For swelling on leg caused by a kick, 
bathe daily with warm water 
and then 
apply a wash made of carbolic acid, one 
ounce; glycerine, half a pint, and clear 
water, one and one-half, pints. 


One of the best blood purifiers for cat- 
tle or horses is: 
Powdered 
saltpeter, 
four ounces; 
flowers 
of sulphur, four 
ounces; biack antimony, 
four ounces; 
powdercvl rosin, five ounces; mix and 
puta tablespoonful in each feed of bran 
or shorts. 


For milk fever in cows give as a pur- 
gative: 
Epsom salts, sixteen 
ounces; 
Jamaica ginger, one ounce; give in four 
doses. 
Then of saltpeter, two 
ounces; 
digitalis, one ounce; tartar emetic, one 
ounce; mix well and divide into twelve 
powders and give one every six hours.— 
St. LouLs Kepublic. 


FARM AND QAUDEN NOTES. 


Do not crowd the plants in window 
boxes. 


Breedingbirds should be kept in good 
condition. 


The longer iloore's early grape re- 
mains on the vine the better for it. 


Hoeing a bed of strawberries once or 
twicc a week, will pay enormously. 


Rotation is advised in the flower gar- 
den as well as in the vegetable garden. 


Prune in June to promote fruitfulness; 
to promote trecgrowtu, prune in winter. 


During the winter months, 
radishes 
may be successfully grown in a shallow 
box of rich earth placed indoors. 


Millet and Hungarian grass make good 
winter food for the cows, if cut early. 
If allowed to ripen their seeds, the hay 
becomes of Httle value. 


All that is required of soil for the cul- 
tivation of strawberries, is, that it shall 
be of good fertility and of sufllcient cul- 
ture to keep it from weeds. 


A little grain fed af.ter the cows are 
turned upon grass, will more than repay 
the cost. A sudden and complete chauiio

of food is almost always detrimental to 
the milk flijw. 


Potatoes furnish a cash 
crop, 
and 
rarely sell below a price that affords a 
fair prolit, and if you give extra cultiva- 
tion and raise an extra crop you are re- 
warded accordingly. 


Farmers seem to neglect the growing 
of pumpkins more than they used to. 
A crop can bo easily and cheaply grown 
among the corn, and can be made use- 
ful in a number of ways. 


Cabbages thrive better when they are 
set low iu the ground, 
so as to make 
room for a cavity about each plant, in 
which water may be poured each evening 
when the ground is dry. 


Tobacco powder, the dross of cSgai 
factories, can be successfully used to rid 
cucumbers, squashes, etc., of the pesky, 
striped bug. 
This powder at the same 
time acts as a fertilizer, 


Skim-milk and young calves aud piga 
make a 
combination that grows into 
money rapidly. 
If tho dairy does not 
pay, It may be bccause a portion of this 
combination is kcking.

greatest experienced for several years. 
In some sections of Illinois and Indi- 
ana farm work had to be suspended 
on account of the intensity of the heat. 


A Wheeling, W. Va., special says: 
A fearful electrical storm passed over 
this section of the Ohio Valley at mid- 
night Sunday night, accompanied by 
a cloudburst, causing terrible destruc- 
tion to life and property.

reports of destruction are coming in.

pants was surrounded by the flood.

ened the building was swept away and 
not one of the nine occupants escaped. 
Doty's body was washed 15 miles in an 
hour. 
The property loss is enormous,

ID you ever sec cloth that 
was made out of feathers?" 
said 
au 
upholsterer 
to a 
writer for the Wasbiu^ton 
Star. 
"Very buautiful fabrics aro com- 
posed of such material. 
One method ia 
to clip the barbs from the feathers with 
ordinary scissors, puttiucf them into a 
bag and kucadiup: them for awhile. 
As 
a result they arc transformed into a mass 
of very light aud homogeneous down. 
Thu3 prepared they are iiianufacturod 
into felt by the samo processes as are ap- 
plied to wooU 
One poimd aud a half of 
feathers make one square 
yard 
of a 
fabric which is warm, liprht aud durable 
and will take any dye- 
By weaving the 
feather down with cotton or woolen yarn 
u soft and beautiful cloth is produced, 
with a feather *fur' on both sides. 


**The most expensive down, utilized 
for making quilts aud pillows, is ob- 
tained from the eider duck. 
In Nor^vay 
and Iceland the business of gathering it 
constitutes a regular farming iadustry. 
The pursuit is very remunerative, and it 
is governed by special legislation re- 
specting the collecting of the cr jp on 
islands of the sea aud along the margins 
of 
estuaries. 
These birds are found 
throughout the 
waters of 
the 
Arctic 
Ocean, and they resort in great numbers 
yearly for breeding purposes to Nova 
Zembla, Spitzbergen, Lapland, 
Green- 
land, Labrador and other far northern 
shores. 
Sometimes they appear on the 
coast of jMaine and even as far south as 
Massachusetts Bay, but the down yielded 
in su3h 
low 
latitudes 
is inferior 
in 
quality. 


''One of the sights of 
Norway is an 
island that is one great rock rising out 
of the sea between Tronso and Hammer- 
fest. 
The nests of eider dncks are so 
thick 
upon it 
that 
its entire suiface 
seems to be occupied by them, each one 
containing at the breeding season its 
complement of young one^;. So closely 
do the nests imitate the gray tint of the 
rock that one would not notice them 
save iorthe countless heads of the birds 
looking out of them. 
When a steamer 
croes by the custom is to fire a small can- 
non, which so frightens thi* birds that 
all those that can fly rise into the air 
with a mighty whirr of v?iugs, literally 
darkening the sky with their myriads, 
while the nestling? squawk pitifully in 
chorus. 


''The nest building is done in May and 
lasts about seven -weeks. 
From four to 
six eggs are laid, the nest beini^ 
lined 
with down plucked by tho ui-ither duck 
from her own breast. 
Those who 
pur- 
sue the business described remove the 
eggs and down, whereupon further sup- 
plies of tho ¡atter arc furnished by the 
maternal 
bird, 
which 
lays a 
second 
'clutch' of eggs. 
These arc removed to- 
gether with the down, us before 
aud a 
like robbery is committed a third 
tiaie. 
After this theft has been accomplished 
thrice the drake contributes down from 
his own body aud more eggs are laid; 
but if these last arc stolen the birds in- 
variably give it up aud fly away. 
One 
nest is made in this manner to supply 
during each season about three ouuces 
of dirty-looking 
brown 
down. 
That 
which the male 
supplies is somewhat 
whiter, 


"The down, after being gathered, is 
separated into 
differuut qualities 
aud 
roughly cleaned, the process resulting in 
a loss of about 
oue-half 
its original 
weight. 
It is then sewn in small bags 
for export, the best being worth 
a 
pound where it is collected. 
The down 
obtained from dead birds, 
not 
beiog 
elastic, is of small value comparatively. 
Kmg: ducks, which are vastly abundant 
on the coasts ot Spitxbergen, Greenland 
and Newfoundland, yield a soft down 
that is almost equal to that of the eider 
duck. 
In 
fact this latter product 
is 
ordinarily sold under the name of eider- 
down. tío wonderfully light is the real 
article that a pound and a half of it is 
enough for a large bed quilt, 
Chtap 
substitutes are very much heavier. 


"Few people have any notion of 
the 
enormous value of the feathers yieldei 
annually by domestic poultry. 
In 
Eu- 
rope especially the farmers' wives make 
a business of collecting aud selling tho 
plumage of chickens, geese and uuckJ. 
A machine has 
been 
devised 
which 
plucks dead fowl at the rate of two a 
minute. 
The bird is laid on a table and 
a wheel bearing India rubber pickers 
tackl«ii'it, the pickers pinching 
what- 
ever they meet as they pass across the 
top of the table and releasing what they 
hold as they pass beueath. 
The plucked 
feathers aiB sorted roughly by a current 
of air, which blows the light ones into a 
receptacle, while the heavier ones fall 
into a trough beneath. 
Feathers 
cast 
during the moulting season might be 
very profitably utilized if women on the 
farms would lemove them by hand from 
the living birds, as might be done with- 
out occasioning much discomfort to the 
fowls. 
By neglecting the 
opportunity 
thus aflLQrded tens of thousands of dol- 
lars ara lost yearly in this country. 


"Perhaps you never heard of artificial 
oscrich feathers. 
They are a Yankee 
invention. 
'The 
quilla 
are made 
of 
celhil^vvl and the barbs of silk waste. 
In 
speukin^ of tho usefulness of 
bird 
plumes one must not forget the quillg. 
Those utilized for writing, obtained from 
geese, are the five outer wing feathers, 


the second and third being tho 
best. 
Tho direction of the curve of the left 
wing featheis gives them the preferenro. 
They are plucked in the spring from 
living birds, 
the qnills of dead ones 
beinii valueless. 
To remove the grease 
and tho delicate skin which covers tho 
quills, as well as for the purpose of mak- 
ing them hard 
and 
elastic, they 
are 
heated 
in a bath of fine sand 
at 
a 
temperature 
of 
150 
to 
180 
degrees 
Fahrenheit, 
This process causes 
the 
inner skin to shrivel up and the outer 
skin of the quill is readily scraped off. 
While tho quill is soft and warm it may 
be stamped with any desired desis^n. 
Quills are utiHzed also for toothpicks, 
for holding artists* brushes, for anglers' 
floats and for many other purposes,"

BEAUTrrUL TUAP FOU CAUPET UEBTLE-i 


I recently found a simple way to check 
the increase of the buffalo carpet beetle, 
writes Professor Clarence M. Weed. This 
insect does its damage in the immature 
or larval state, being then the ugly hairy 
worm which most housekeepers call thu 
**carpet bug." 
These hairy larvoi be- 
come 
full grown in this condition at 
various times during the fall, winter and 
spring, and concealing themselves in a 
crack or crevice change to what is call<-i 
the pupa or chrysalis state. 
They an* 
then quiescent, and take no food. 
They 
remain in it a short time (two or throo 
weeks), and then again change into small 
dark-colored beetles, less than a quart^-r 
of an inch long, having on the back spots 
and stripes of white and red. 


These beetles fly out of the windows 
in spring, and, as I have lately noticed, 
flock in great numbers to the early cro- 
cuses and tulips of the gardens. 
They 
prefer, especially, the light-colored va- 
rieties, being found in a tulip bed und<;r 
observation almost 
exclusively on the 
white and yellow 
flowers. 
From this 
small 
bed, containing 
less than four 
dozen tulips, we gathered in a week moro 
than 100 beetles. 
The little creatures 
seek the flowers to feed on the pollen, 
and are easily seen and destroyed. 
This 
offers a simple method of checking in- 
crease of a vexatious 
pest, 
and in a 
measure which city and village housj- 
keepers cannot afford to neglcci.—J^íevv 
York Tribune.
